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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a resin member as set 
forth in Claim 1 having a half mirror evaporated layer formed on the resin substrate by 
spattering and an aluminum evaporated layer formed partially on the half mirror 
evaporated layer. The part of the resin substrate with the aluminum evaporated layer is 
a reflecting mirror face and the part without the aluminum evaporated layer is a half- 
mirror face. 

2. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a 
vehicle lighting apparatus as set forth in Claim 7 having a half mirror face formed of a 
half mirror evaporated layer disposed onto a resin substrate by means of chromium 
spattering and a reflecting mirror face with a chromium evaporate layer having a larger 
thickness of chromium than the thickness of the half mirror evaporated layer of the half 
mirror face. 

3. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a 
vehicle lighting apparatus as set forth in Claim 10 having a half-mirrored evaporated 
layer formed on the reflector part and the extension by means of chromium spattering 
and there is an aluminum evaporated layer formed on the part of the half-mirror 
evaporated layer that is on the reflector part. 
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4. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a 
vehicle lighting apparatus as set forth in Claim 12 having an under-coat layer on a resin 
substrate forms an aluminum evaporated layer on the reflector part. 

5. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a 
vehicle lighting apparatus as set forth in Claim 13 having the extension formed separate 
from the reflector in which the half-mirror evaporated layer is formed by chromium 
spattering on at least the extension.
